Priority

. Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 9 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a surface plasmon 

sensor having a plurality of reflective surfaces provided at respective optical paths from the Ught 
supply means to the light detection means, the reflective surfaces being arranged opposing to the 
respective surface plasmon resonance detection surfaces; a wave formed multiwell formed with 
the surface plasmon resonance detection surfaces and the reflective surfaces, and in combination 
with the other recited limitations of claim 1. Claims 2-8, 16, 17 are allowed by the virtue of 
dependency on the allowed claim 1. 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a surface plasmon 
resonance measurement device having a plurality of reflective surfaces provided at respective 
optical paths from the light supply means to the light detection means, the reflective surfaces 
being arranged opposing to the respective surface plasmon resonance detection; a wave formed 
multiwell formed with the surface plasmon resonance detection surfaces and the reflective 
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surfaces, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 9. Claims 10-15, 18, 19 
are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 9.
